THE WALSH MURDER. 


After Many Days the Mystery is 
Cleared Up. 


A Pal Fastens the Crime 
on Tom Higgins. 


Charley Wilson’s Confession 
About the Olive Street 
Tragedy. 


How the Case Has Been Shrewdly 
Worked by the Detectives. 


The Gang That Did the Beckman and 
Kirby Jobs—An Alton Fusillade. 


At last the mystery which Mas surrounded 
the brutal murder of Patrolyan Michael 
Walshis cleared up. There are links in the 
chain of testimonyto be supplied, but the 
murderer is known to a certainty, and he is 
behind the bars at the Four Courts. The re- 
sulthas been accomplished by shrewd, per- 
sistent work on the part of the St. Louis de- 
tectives, commencing the very day after the 
murder and never letting up to the present 
time. 

Walsh was walking a beat in the central 
part of the city. He was 

SHOT THROUGH THE BRAIN 
while attempting to halttwo unknown men 
at the corner of Sfxteenth and Oiive. The 
only witness Was Olticer Sheehan who was 
on an adjoining beat and was hbaif a 
block north on Sixteenth street. It waea 
damp, foggy morning. Sheehan had dis- 
eovered of the front door openjthe residence 
of John R. Lionberger onthe north side of 
Olive. Suspecting there might be a burglar 
inside he had called Walsh over and put him 
at the door while he went round to the alley 
to wake the coachman and getintothe house 
that way. There were call raps out west 
and evidences of disturbance. Two men 
came down the south side of Olive 
street at a rapid run. Walsh 
went across the street to intercept them. 
Sheehan saw Walsh try to halt one. He sawa 
pistol flash and 
SAW WALSH FALL. 
One of the unknown men went south on Six- 
teenth and the other ran back up Olive to 
Seventeenth and disappeared in an alley. 
Sheehan pursued and fired after the man 
whoran west, but inthe fog he never got 
near enough to either man to be able to give 
anything more than the most general descrip- 
tion. Walsh died almost instantly. 
The man who fled to Seventeenth street 
left the print of his foot in some mud, and 
a plaster of paris cast was taken of 
it. This was the case when 
work finally commencedupon it. Every man 
in the department strived to fathom the mys- 
tery or at least discover some clue. One sus- 
picious character after another was run in 
and locked up in the hope of getting a con- 
fession. There had been a number of bur- 
glaries that night westand south ef where 
Walsh was killed. The burglars had been 
frightened and had left in a hurry. 
THE THEORY 
was a natural one that these men were flee- 
ing from some job at which they 
had been surprised and had killed Walsh to 
avoid arrest. 

All efforts to get ‘ta squeal’’ failed. The 
Chief of Police published an offer of $500 re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer. The idea was that some one in the 
gang operating that night would be led to 
turn State’s evidence and give away the man 
who had done it.' The advertisement was 
kept prominent for davs. From Sunday, 
December 5,in the early morning of which 
the murder was committed till January 31 
the potice worked almost in the dark. In ev- 
ery way clues Were hunted for but without 


avail. 
LIGHT DAWNS. 

On the last date. Mr. F. M. 
Williams, Chief Deputy — Sheriff, 
of Edwardsville, Il]., wrote to Sergeant 
Chapman that a prisoner in the jail thére had 
overheard some conversation 
which seemed to be significant and to bear 
upon the murder of Officer Walsh. Mr. 
Williamis was invited [to come to St. Louis, 
and did so. There wasalengthy conference 
between the Edwardsville man, Sergeant 
Chapman and Detectives Lawler and Stew- 
art, asaresult of which a programme was 
agreed upon, With the design of finding out 
all that was known by the Edwardsville pris- 
oner. Williams took into his confidence an- 
other of his prisoners who was on good terms 
with the confined burglar. Under Williams’ 
direction they became more and more inti- 
mate. Every night the trusty 
prisoner committed to paper all 
he had gleaned from the other, and when 
unobserved tossed the manuscript out into 
the jail ha!l, where Williams got it in the 
morning and mailed ittothe St. Louis. de- 
tectives. The burglar wbo began to give 
things away was Charles Wilson, who had 
been captured fora burglary at Alton and 
wasawaitingtrial. One of his first disclosures 
to the Edwardsville trusty was that he be- 
longed to a gang which had operated in St. 
Louis. He told his confidant that Danny 
Morrison and Ed. Higgins, of the gang, were 
locked up at St. Louis, andthat Jim Higgins 
was in the Work House. Heletit out that 
Morrison and Higgins were two of 
the party that slugged a_ saloon-keeper, 
and then went on togive an account of the 
attack on Beckman, the Fourth Street saloon 
keeper, who was beaten with a piece of lead 
pipe on the night of the 6th of January in his 
place, and then robbed. When the Edwards- 
ville burglar sawina St. Louis paper that 
Beckman had identified Morrison and Ed. 
Higgins as two of his assallants he told his 
friend in jail that it was ‘ta dead square rap.’’ 
— the next disclosure Wilson made was 
that

estimable young lady who is a telegraph 
eer in the employ of the Western Union. 
She and her mother are heart-broken over 
the career of the two boys who are now 
classed among the worst criminals in the 
merry > * ‘ 

As the disclosures developed it was learned 
that after fhe Beckman job, which |was ‘done 
by Tom and Ed. Higgins, Johnny Arm- 
strong, Dagny Morrison and Charlie Wilson 
three of the gang, Tom Higgins, Wilson an 
Morrison, Went to Alton to work that place. 
They burglamzed seven saloons and three 
residences. The night watch got onto them 
and Charlie Wilson and Tom Higgins were 
captured, the latter after a desperate fight, 
in which . 

SEVERAL SHOTS 

were exchanged. One of the officers sent a 
bullet into gins’ side just above the kid- 
neys, and it came out to the left of the breast 
bone. Higgins was taken to the Sisters’ 
Hospital | at Alton, and sit 
thought ‘tthe wound would 
fatal.

umes. The burglar gave up very slowly. 
The man who was pumping him was fur- 
nished with all the information that could be 
got at this end of the line. Boland was then 
Vice President of Police Board and gave the 
detectives allthe time they wanted to work 
on the case. Morrison and Ed Higgins were 
ye up and putin the &t. Louis jail on 
the Beckmagcharge. Wilson was safe in the 
Edwardsville jail. Now commenced the 
search for Tom Higgins, the leader of the 
gang and murderer. 
HIS WHEREABOUTS 

were unknown -after the escape 
from Altom for a long time. Indeed 
it was not antil after Wilson’s disclosures 
that the police knew how badly they wanted 
the burglar. ‘Superintendent Kuntz, at the 
Work House, copied every letter that came to 
Jim Higginsand every one the boy wrote. 
Gradually Tom Higgins’, associations and 
movements Secame known. It was found 
that the burglar made his headquarters atthe 
bagnio kept by Jessie Liverpool, a negress 
No. 614 Eim street. This place was raided 
several timesin the hope that Higgins might 
be found there, but every time the woman 
proved equal to the decasion, and no glimpse 
of Higgins wa caught. 

On one of these raids five women were 
taken to the Four Courtgand locked up by 
Detectivee Stewart and O’ Neill and Sergeant 
Clarke. Theipolice bad an intimation that a 
letter had “4 eto the Liverpool house from 


Louisville, eu bore upon Higgins. After 
they were lo up one of the women, Sadie 
Ross, weakened and told where Jessie Liver- 
pool had secreted the letter in a closet. Stew- 
art searched the house and foundit. The in- 
formation it conveyed was that Higgins would 
be at a negro house of ill-fame kept by Lucy 
Ford, in Lowisville, on a certain date. Tele- 
graphic correspondence was opened with De- 
tective Bligh and 
TOM HIGGINS WAS CAPTURED. 
He corsented to come back to St. Louis with- 
out a requisition,evidently thinking he might 
be able to make his escape en route. Officer 
Maloney was the escort and Higgins was 
landed safely at the Four Courts. The first 
night Higgins spent tn the calaboose he made 
a desperate effort to digout. He is now in 
jail awaiting tria] for the Beckman robbery, 
having been identified by the saloon-keeper. 
WILSON, 

the squealer, has been giving awa 
point after another bearing on the Walsh 
murcer and the other operations of the gang 
ever since he first commenced to talk on the 
Edwardsville gang: Among other things di- 
vulged was the Kirby oufrage. He says it 
was the Higgins pang which entered the 
house of John J. Kirby. They wore. masks, 
presented pistols to Kirby and his wife and 
got away with $80 and considerable jewelry. 

According to Wilson the gang was divided 
and worked pretty much all of the Saturday 
night and Sunday morning up to the shoot- 
ing of Officer Walsh. The plan was to go 


one 


through saloons. Danny Morrison 
and Johnny Armstrong took one 
route. Tom and Ed. Higgins 


and Wilson worked Gratiot, Market, Twen- 
tieth and Walnut streets, burglarizing six sa- 
loons. At Twenty-first and Market they 
were surprised at a job and had to get away 
as quick as they could. A call rap was 
piven by some policemen im their 
mmediate vicinity, and it was replied 
to in all directions. Recognizing the danger 
they separated. . Ed Higgins ran south and 
east, and was stopped at Twentieth and 
Walnut by’ yap Cahill, who,questioned 
him about possession of Pportie of li- 
quor he had in his hand, having|&a#en it from 
the Market street saloon. The burglar pre- 
tended to be tipsy, and told the Officer 
it Was wine, wanting him to 
taste it. Cahill took the bottle and 
smelled of it. The contents were bitters. 
Thinking the fellow was on a spree Cahill let 
him go. Tom Higgins and Wilson ran across 
the lots where the old Skating Rink stoodjand 
reached Olive street. Alarmed by the raps 
they were hurrying along the south side of 
Olive when Walsh crossed the street and in- 
tercepted them. The ofticer seized Wilson by 
the arm, Wilson says, and asked 
“WHAT IS THE TROUBLE?’ 
No answer was made but Higgins who was 
passing on the faside half turned and fired 
withthe muzzle alittle behind but close 
to the officer’s head. Walsh dropped. Higzins 
never halted, but ran south on Sixteenth 
to an alley and thence to Fourteenth. Wilson 
says he turned and ran back of Olive street 
and then into an alley, where he eluded 
some officer who followed and shot at him. 
A WOMAN’S STORY. 

Right here the following deposition of a 
woman recently taken will be found corrob- 
orative and interesting: 

STATE OF MISSOURI, CITY OF ST, LOUIS. 

Hattie Wilson, alias Henry, alias Emma 
Howard, alius Minnie Moore, of lawful age, 
on oath says: 

On Thanksgiving Day last year - became 
an inmate of sadie Ross’ house of 
ili-fame, No.. 614  =Elm street, and 
remained an inmate of that house until ‘it 
was broken up and until Sadie Ross moved 
to South Fifth street. Both of the places are 
in the city of 8t. Louis, State of Missouri. 
I 


know Tom Higgins, Charles 
Wilson, Ed Higgins and Dan. Morri- 
son. The visited Sadie Ross 


at 614 Elm stteet. One Sunday morning, in 
the early part of December last year, Tom 
Higgins and Charles Wlison came to the 
house, No. 614 E)m street. When they came 
in it was half-past 3 or 40’clock. I went to 
the door and.let them in. They walked 
to the inside room and sat on the side of the 
bed. I lockedthe door and fallowed them 
om Higgins took out his re- 
volver and tried to make the cylinder turn 
and it would network. While thus engaged 


he said: “I shot the d—n son of a— 
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dway 


| ‘ 
(referring to Officer Walsh), and if this pistol 


worked I would have shot three or four 
more’’ Charley Wilson said: ‘I don’t believe 
in anything like that. You did wrong.” 
Charley thenjwanted some beer and I went for 
the beer with a pitcher. After we drank the 
beer Tom Higgins and Jessie Liverpool went 
doyn slairs and Charles Wilson and I went 
up stairs. That morning, about 11:30 o’clock, 
1 got the the paper and read about the shoot- 
ing of Officer Walshe I said to Charles Wil- 
son, “Officer Walsh has been killed.”? He 
said: **Who killed him?” andI said: ‘**Here 
itis.’’ He told me to read it (andI did. 
About that time Jessie Liverpool and Tom 
Higgins came up stairs. Charles Wilson 
asked me if I knew Officer Walsh a2d I said 
“Yes, 1 lived on his beat.”?> When Jessie 
Liverpool and Tom Higgins came into the 
room I said: ‘*‘What do you think? Officer 
Walsh has been killed,’’ and Tom Higgins said 
‘*Yes, the sonof a-— is killed, — there is 
about adozen that ought tobe in the same 
place.” 


When Tom Higgins and Charles Wilson 
came into the house about 3:30in the morn- 
Higgins had a2 wine bottle 

set it on the dressing 
case and said, ‘‘What will you have to drink?” 
(It will be remembered that on the morning 
of the killing Officer-Cahill stopped a man 
with a bottlenear the scene of the murder). 
I said, ‘*I do not drink ny by but beer,’’ 
and he said, “Will yout go after it?” and I did 
so. 


One day after Tom Higgins escaped from 
Alton, he was sitting in Jessie’ Liverpool’s 
room. He had got a new overcoat, a new hat 
and had rigged himseif up—and I came in. 
Higgins said: ‘‘I shot my head off 
too much —_ that morning,’’ and 
the asked me to go for beer, 
and as Iwas going out Jéssie Liverpool said: 
“You need not be afraid of Hat. She is 
solid.? Her expression, “‘Hat’’ referred to 
me. 


In regard to the “Beckman affair,’’ which 
happened after the remarks above stated, I 
don’t know the date, Iremember Chas. Wilson, 
Tom Higgins, Dan Morrison, Ed. Higgins 
and Armstrong,a son of Ex-Officer Arm- 
strong, coming into the house, 614 Elm street, 
about 9:30 o’clock in the evening. Dan‘Mor- 
rison was holding his arminacrooked shape 
concealing something in his sleeve, and 
he walked into Sadie Ross’ room and placed 
something at the head ofthe bed. He then 
came into the room where we were. Some 
one sent out for the beer and we sat and talk- 
ed forsome time, andIsaid toSadie Ross 
‘“‘Whatdid Danny put under the bed?’ 
She said, ‘‘I don’t know,”’ and we went and 
looked, and saw a piece of lead pipe on the 
floor. Whenthe above mentioned men got 
ready to go Dan Morrison came into the room 
and put,the lead pipe in his sleeve, and 
they all went out. It was 
then about 10 ~=o’clock, and about 
1:30 or 2 o’clock the four came back together. 
Armstrong was excited and was wiping the 
perspiration from his forehead, and said, “It 
was a d—m shame to hit that old son of a—— 
like that. I will never do such a thing again; 
to hit such an old man; it was d—d wrong,”’ 
and Dan Morrison said, ‘*Cheese it. Don’t 
you see the kid there.’”? Morrison referred 
to Lours Edwards, a boy that stayed at the 
bouse and who was sent to the House of 
Refuge. Edwards said to one of the girls, I 
forget which one now, “those men must be 
thieves.” And when Jessie Liverpool 
was taking meals to Tom Higgins at Dr. 
Coryell’s, where he roomed for two weeks, 
she told me that Tom said he was more afraid 
of the Beckman scrape than all the rest. 
He said, **They are on me for the Beckmann 
scrape.’ 

Jessie Liverpool peid Dr. Coryell $53 for 
the room and care of Tom Higgins that time. 
Atthe time whenthe four persons above 
mentioned were in the house, 615 Elm street, 
Dan Morrison saidto Armstrong: **What 
did you break the d d thingfor? Itisa 
dead give away.’’ 

Inthe month of January this year, after 
the Beckman job, Tom Higgins, Charles 
Wilson and Dan Morrison were at the house, 
614 Elm street. Sadie Ross was sick in bed 


at the time. Tom Higgins reid in 
an evening paper about the 
Kirby affair and they laughed. After the 


went out I laughed and said, ‘‘I bet it wis 
them that done it,’’ and Jessie Liverpool said 
to me, “You talk too much.”’ I have related 
all that I know thatrefers tothe actions of 
the persons mentioned.

Bearing on the Walsh murder thereisa 
great mass of correspondence and testimony 
which would make interesting reading. The 
above, however, outlines the case completely. 
Wilson pleaded guilty to the Alton burglary, 
and was sentenced to a ear in 
the Chester Penitentiary. There he 
will remain until the St. Louis authorities 
want to use him. He thinks that hecannot be 
recognized by either Beckman or the Kirby 
family, although admitting to his confidant 


that he was in both of those 
jobs. Detectives Lawler and Stew- 
art went over to Edwardsville to see 


him before he went down to Chester. He 
talked warily and was not so communica- 
tive as with his fellow prisoner. Sheehan 
cannot identify the men he saw half a block 
the misty morning Walsh 
was shot. The conviction of the 
murderer, therefore, must depend largely 
upon Wilson. The latterisathief and dis- 
sipated wretch. He has no record and did 
only the most common kind of work, sneak 
jobs and saloon burglaries. 

Tom Higgins was raised in Hannibal, but 
bis people have lived here seven vears and he 
bas called this his home. He was sent to the 
penitentiary on a two years’ sentence 
for burglary and larceny, but Governor 
Woodson pardoned him out. The revolver 
found on him when City Marshal Kuchn cap- 
tured him in Alton is the weapon with which 
Walsh was killed. 

The police will be in no hurry about bring- 
ing the charge of murder before the courts. 
They are all this time inereasing the amount 
of corroborative evidence. Higgins is sure of 
aten years’ term for the Beckman scrape, 
and when heis tried for murder there will be 
no loophole of escape from the gallows. 

Of the gang Johnny Armstrong is the only 
member at liberty and the police are not 
looking for him. He had nothing to do with 
the murder and knows nothingabout it. 

In their efforts the St. Louis officers have 
bad the hearty co-operation of Sheriff Fanne- 
stock of Madison county. The trusted priso- 
ner who worked upon Wilson so successfully, 
getting the first clue to the gang and their ex- 
ploits in St. Louis, was a young fellow under 
a charge of abduction.

CORONER’S WORK. 


Investigating the Mysterious Death of 
Mrs. Connor—The Curran Case. 

For the past two davs Coroner Frank has 
been investigating the death of Mary Connor, 
who died at the St. Louis Hospital under cir- 
cumstances deemed mysterious by Coroner 
Baden, of St. Clair county, Ills. Mrs. Connor 
lived at Second and Menard streets, East St. 
Louis. and was taken sick April 20. Dr. 
Thomas O’Reilly attended and pronounced it 
a case of spinal meningitis. On last Saturday 
nicht Michael Connor transferred his wife to 
the St. Louis Hospital, on Grand avenue. 
He went tosee her on Sunday, and she told 
him that she had fallen when going up stairs 
at the hospital and sprained her 
ankle. On Monday he went to see her 
again, and = she gave him her will 
bequeathing him a lot and two frame houses 
in East St. Louis. Her husband knew of no 
scald or hurt that Mrs. Connor~had received 
at any time, except which might be produced 
by the mustard and vinegar plaster. Sister 
Josephine, of the hospital, testified before 
the Coroner that Mrs. Connor had not fallen 
when going up stairs, as she saw her from 
the time she came tothe hospital until she 
went to bed. The next day after her admis- 
sion tothe hospital, last Sunday, she was 
stupid and would answer no questions. She 
said she fell and hurt her ankle snd back. 
Sister Mathilda, who knew the deceased, ad- 
mitted herto the hospital and testitied that 
she did not fall in’ going up 
the stairs. Dr. G. A. Moses gave the follow- 
ing statement to Coroner Frank: ‘The de- 
ceased was brought tothe hospital onthe 
vight ofthe 23d .I saw heron the 25th; she 
Wwasjin a semi-comatosejcondition and suffered 
pain upon being moved, especially about the 
shoulder and right ankles; there were dis- 
colorations and marks of some kindof vio- 
lence on her back. I declined to issue burial 
certificate because the cause of violence 
could not be ascertained; she suffered more 
or less from alcholism.” 

There isa serious discrepancy in the tes- 
timony, as the dead woman’s husband 
testified that she told him that she fell while 
going up stairs at the hospital. The sisters 
who accompanied her from the time she was 
admitted until she was in ber own room say 
she was sober and received no fall. The tip 
of the right ankle bone was broken and the 
left breast badly bruised. The post mortem 
examination showed that she was badly 
scalded onthe back from the head down to 
the small ofthe back, and the duodenum 
showed unmistakable signs ofthis. So far 
neither the scald nor the bruises have been 
accounted for. 

Last night Coroner Frank received a tele- 
gram from Coroner Bader, saying that Con- 
ner, who is locked up at the Four Courts, is 
notinany wise eonnected with his wife’s 
death. Coroner Bader examined some of the 
neighbors at ’Squire Graney’s office in East 
St. Louis. 

Coroner Frank to-day rendered a verdict 
in the case of James Currap, who was killed 
a few nights ago by a Missouri Pacific train 
on the levee atthe foot of Washington ave- 
nue. The verdict was thatthe mun came to 
his death by being run over while under the 
influence of liquor. 

CONNERS RELEASED. 

Coroner Frank released Conners from cus- 
tody to-day, free of all blame in connection 
with the allegedly mysterious death of his 
wile.

~* WORK FOR JAIL BIRDS. 
The Proposition of the Circuit At- 
torney tothe Municipal 
Assembly.

The Boarders at the City Jug to Labor 
as the City Fathers See Fit. 


Circuit Attorney Joseph R. Harris has been 
examining the law in relation to the employ- 
ment of convicted persons -with a view to 
utilizing the prisoners sent to jail from the 
Criminal Court and Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection for misdemeanors and the non- 
payment of fines and costs. 

‘‘T have been looking up the subject,’’ said 
Mr. Harris this morning, “but let the 
matter go over until after the 
spring election. I had an _ informal 
talk with Mayor Ewing about the matter, but 
early next week will address an oOflicial 
communication to the Mayor and Municipal 
Assembly, so that an ordinonce will 


be passed, making jail convicts work on the 
streets, or at whatever other employment 
they may see fit.” 

Section 1962, page 326, revised statutes, re- 
lating to the employment of convicts in jail, 
is as follows: **Yhe County Courts of the va- 
rious counties in this State shall have power 
to provide for the employment, on the public 
highways of the county, or streets of any city 
therein, or otherwise, under such rules and 
regulations as they may prescribe, of all per- 
sons convicted of misdemeanor under the 
statuets of this State, and who may be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment in the county jail or 
whbo may be committed tothe county jail for 
non-payment of fine or costs.”’ , 

As provided by section 3, page 1557, of the 
appendix of the revised statutes, the powers 
of the County Court in every other matter as 
wellas this is bestowed onthe Mayor and Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. This provision is as follows: 

‘*All laws requiring any officer of any 
county to omic any duty, service or trust 
under the Jaws of this State shall include all 


' corresponding city officers named in the 


charter and scheme of separation for the 
government of the city and county of 
St. Louis. 

‘‘What about the financial aspect of the 
matter?”? 

‘*] think that it will be successful. At pres- 
ert there are twenty-eight prisoners in jail 
under full sentence. This number is below 
the average. Ifthese men are employed upon 
the streets, it would be the cost of twenty- 
eight men saved the city.”’ 

“What work do you anticipate for the wo- 
men ?”? 

‘‘Well, inthe other institutions they do 
the laundry work and sewing, I believe, and 
why not let the woman in jail do this for the 
institution? Jailor Ryan couldinform you bet- 
ter about this matter, however. <As itis, the 
jail is a very desirable loafing 
place, as the inmates dlo nothing 
all day long. During exercise hours they loat 
aboutthe floor, and the remainder of the time 
they are in the cells, so that aman guilty of 
petit larceny or some such offence can have a 
very desirable lodging during the inclement 
winter months. Butif the Municipal Assem- 
bly passes an ordinance putting them to 
work at what they think most fit, it will make 
it a very undesirable loafing place.’’ 

Jailer Ryan thinks the pn a practical and 
good one, and believes that it will be in every 
way successful. 


THE RAGING RIVER. 


No Truth in the Sensational Reports— 
Situation in East St. Louis. 


The sensational rumors of high and dam- 
aging waterin North St. Louis are untrue. 
Allthe damage so far done was reported 
three days agointhe Post-DIsPaATCH. The 
Madison levee is all right, with no chance of 
its going. 


IN ST. LOUIS. 

The inhabitants of East St. Louis are now 
thoroughly aroused at the threatening as- 
— ofthe river. Large gangs of men have 
seen detailed nightly, to watch the threat- 
ened point, and in case the 
water breaks over the boun- 
daries, their instructions are to arouse the 
citizens. Cahokia Creek has assumed the 
proportions of a large river and the numer- 
ous sloughs have reached a few feet of the 
top of the] bank which prevent them from 
spreading ruin and desolation over the city. 
The point at the northern’ extremity 
of the city limits has always 
been considered the most likely place to give 
wavy to the waters first; a continued watch 
has ee kept over this point. 
About 4 o’clock this morning the guards no- 
ticed the water oozing through the embank- 
ments and slowly trickling down the sides. 
They immediately applied themselves as best 
they could to prevent the leak from 
spreading. Their efforts proved futile, and 
the alarmed watchers dispatched a messenger 
totbe city to warn the citizens of the im- 
pending danger. The authorities neglected 
the warning, andin less than an hour the 
leak had assumed the size of 
a large hole. Two messengers were 
dispatched, and by the time assistance 
was sent to the threatened po.nt the hole in 
the emltankment had gaineda diameter of 
several inches. The place heretofore known as 
Gross’ Park presented a vast field of water, 
and the broad ae was rapidly gaining in 
dimensions. e men were immedi- 
ately set to work in_ strengthening 
the banks, and at length 
succeededé in preventing a further overflow. 
How long the soft elay will prevent the wa- 
terfrom breaking in remainsto be seen, and 
if the river continues to rise for the next 
twenty-four hours East St. Louisans may 
expect A repetition of the 

scenes of thirty-seven years ago. The 
old inhabitants are becoming thoroughly 
alive to their unenviable position, and man 
of them express a determination to seek 
less dangerous neighborhoods. 

A numer of the prominent citizens have 
been holding meetings for the purpose of 
raising funds to strengthen the weak points, 
but thus far have made but very little head- 
way. Itis very doubtful if fresh clay thrown 
against the leaks would be of much avail in 
the present state of affairs. At

PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Over $100,000 Invested in New Build- 
ings During the Week. 

During the week ending at noon to-day 
permits were issued for brick buildings to 
cost $98,315, and for frame buildings to cost 
$5,1 or a total of $103,505. Of the brick 
buildings eighteen are to be two-stories, 
two of onc story, one of five stories, and four 
of three stories; eleven are to be dwellings; 
two, kitchens; one, store and dwelling, one 
bakery, one meat shop, two stables and one 
meat shop, one Turner Hall to cost $10,000, 
one furniture factory to cost $7,000, and one 
printing house to cost $23,000. 

Of the frames eight are to be of one-story, 
three to be two-stories, six will be dwellings 
and two shops. The number of rooms in 
the brick dwellings is 118, and in the frames 
344. The total-cost for new buildings since 
January 1, upto date foots up to $1,761,555.

A Scheme fo Evade the Gambling 
Law. 


The Substitute for Keno, With a 
Horse Race Attachment. 


Atiame With Open Doors and in Def. 
ance of the Anthorities. 


Pate bas elaborated a scheme which he 
hinks will outwit the authorities and set at 
dicfiance the gambling law recently enacted 
by the Legislature. Shortly after the act 
was passed he employed a lawyer to investi- 
wate the statutes bearing on betting and 
gambling in every form in the city and State. 


He especially — catled for |jinforma- 
tion as to what constituted a gamb- 
ling «device and fora definition of the 


Iegal status of a horse race. The opinion in 
»rief was to the effect that no contest of 
strength or skillis a gambling device in Mis- 
souri, n@ matter how many bet or how much 
is bet, or in what way money is risked on the 
result. The horse race might be short or 
long, so that it Was arace,and betting on it 
eould not be punished. 

Onthe strength of this Pate has builta 
covered race track, connected it with his 
pool-room and proposes to run a game 
which so far as the players are concerned is 
as much one of chance as keno. The novelty 
ofthe scheme makes it worth an explana- 
tion. ) 
The old keno room en Fourth street has been 
fitted up likea pool-room, with the black- 
boards forcombinations and a regular busi- 
ness will be done with tbe races. Thus far 
the business is as legitimate as that carried 


on by other pool-rooms. The gambling 
scheme, however, is managed in 
this way: On iu platform at 
one end of the room is 


the machinery of a hotel annunciator. The 
frame, such as may bescen in any h°%tel 
office, is placed high on the wall where it can 
be seen. The only difference from the ordi- 
nary annunciator is the name of a horse 
printed over each of the numbers on the in- 
dicator. Belowis a Kkey-board with the knobs 
for all the numbers arranged in rows and over 
each knob is a name of a horse da eee 
ing to the name on the indicafor. bere 
are two hundred numbers, and two hundred 
names of herses, including pretty much all 
the famous cracks, past and present. Then 
there are two hundred eards to correspond 
with the names of the horses. Each ecard is 
decorated with the picture of a horse and 
the nume printed on it. These cards are 
rented out among the players just as keno 


cards are at 25 cents apiece. When one is 
taken the distributor calls out’ the 
name of the horse printed on 
the ecard thus, for example, 
“Bill Bass.”? The inan at the keyboard 


touches the **Bill Bass’’ knob, and tbe num- 
ber on the indicator under “Bill Bass” drop, 


showing that that card has been taken. 50 
far the resemblance to keno cannot fail to 


strike anyone acquainted with that obsolete 
game. There are two telegraph: instruments 
for sending and recéiving messages, and these 
<omplete the entire machinery of the room, 
Pate’s lawyers tell him none of the instru- 
ments can be considered a gambling device. 

The manner in which the horse race takes 
place and is reported requires a telegraphic 
circuit with these stations arranged in this

P—Pool Room. 


As soon as the cards have been taken and 
the game is declared closed, as in keno, the 
names of horses are telegraphed to Station A, 
which is understood to be in Illinois. There | 
may be any number of horses up to 
two hundred, the limit of the cards, 
taken. At Station A'the operator sets a litt'e 
Inachine in operation by an electric current, 
andtwo names are taken from those ttle- 
craphed from the pool room. Let it be sup- 
posed that the wheel set in motion bv the 
current stops opposite the two names of ** Hin- 
doo” and **Long Taw.’? Tite operator im- 
mediately sends the names to the race track. 
This is simply along barn understood to be 
located at Pate’s homein Alton, or else on 
his farm.

The Green Line on Fourth street is also in 
motion to-day with the full complement of 
cars onthe streets. The hours are precisely 
the same as heretofore, averaging from 14% 
to18 perday. The men are to be paid 15 
cents per hour, and they can 
cet off wheneverthey wisb, provided there 
are extras on hand who wili take charge of 
the car. “We did not get what we want by 
a jugfu),’”’ said a driver, “but our wages are 
better. There will be noimprovement in the 
hours, as we never had many extras anyhow, 
but will make considerable more money, and 
that is a consolation. We don’t know how 
long the company will stick to the present 
acreement, but as long asit lasts it will do.”’ 

The Lindell Blue Line, on Washington ayv- 
enue, Fourteenth street and Chouteau avenue 
is also out after a week’srest. Some 
of the stock that was senttothe country has 
not yet returned, but allthe cars will make 
the rounds to-morrow. The men get 15 cents 
per hour, and they are promised that they 
will not be expected torunas long as pre- 
viously. ' 

Mr. Maxon,the president,of the road visited 
the stables this morning and talked to the 
men. Hetold them that they would have to 
run nearly the old hours just at present, but 
thathe was at work on a time table, 
which would give them the privilege 
of running only twelve hours 
if they so desired. ‘The table would soon be 
ready, and extras would be provided as soon 
as possible. Nearly all the old men are 
back at these terms. 

The Cass Avenue men have 
of the agitation w.th worse  pros- 
pects than any of the others. 
rhev are paid at therate of 11 cents per 
hour for drivers and 1332 cents for condue- 
tors. This is 2 cents Jess in each case than 
the terms of the Wells compromise, The 
men are by no means _ satisfied, 
and many of them would be 
still out if they saw any chance gor 
remaining on the outside. Most of the old 
men, however have gone back and are buoyed 
up by a promise of President Allen that he 
would do better for them as soon as things 
were in order. The conductors will be com- 
pelled to work fifteen hours every day and 
the drivers almost the same time to make #2 
and $1 50, the old wages. The men, however, 
say thatthey must be satisfied, and that as 
the Union has leftthem thev had nothing to 
do butto take what they could get. 

On all the bines, save the Cass Avenue, the 
men are all satisfied. They have gained 
something, and have promises that there will 
be no change for the worse. Tie Cass Ave- 
nue and the Fifth Street Lines 
ceased running the cars” after dark 
Jast night, but all the others stuck it out, 
putting outthe owi cars after the regular 
trips concluded. Every line nthe city will 
make regular trips . to-day and 
to-night. The police have all 
been put back to «their beats, 
the militia are all disbanded and everything 
is abl serene. 

The few strikers who gathered at Turner 
Hall to-day came there becuuse they had no- 
where else to go or nothing else to do. Must of 
them declared that they would never run on 
a street car again. ‘They would ratherstarve, 
some of them said. Frank Dolan, one of the 
leaders, says that he is pretty near dead 
broke, but that he will walk out of town 
Monday morning, (arrigan, the 
President of the defunct Union, 
came ‘Around and Was soon 
the center of asmall group. Many of the 
men charged him with aciing unwisely in ad- 
Vising the mento go to work on Thursday 
morning, but he defended himself with con- 
siderable force. ‘“‘I saw that the whole thing 
was up,” said he. ‘**Public’ sympatny 
had left us,and we had nothing to do but 
give in. People would not continue walking 
to help us out, and we woukl be foolish to 
expect such a thing. On the last day that 
the Executive Committee sat up stairs it paid 
out over $400 to drivers and condactors 
who were actually in need, and at least $3 to 
maintain wegon lines in various parts of the 
city. Our treasury would not stand such a 
drain, which would grow larger every day. 
I saw a fine chance of the men going to work 
ata gain and [ »dvised them to do so. I know 
many of the boys are down on me, but I 
tried to do what I thought best.” 
Many of the men forcibly asserted that Garri- 
gan und others had deceived them, and that 
any gain obtained was only temporary and 
would scon disappear.

ner Hall, the question of what to do with the 
surplus funds was discussed.

THE RIVER. 


The American Bottom Largely Sub- 
merged— Flood Notes. 

The torrent now pouring by within the 
banks of the Mississippi rose two inches 
more last night, but since 8 o’clock this 
morning it has been upon astand stil. The 
wharf boats are lined with people who 
spend hours idly gazing atthe yellow flood, 
which pours by in great waves, carryin 
trees and roots and hurling them over anc 
over each other. The waterin some places 
on the levee is only a couple of feet from the 
railroad track and a very little more 
of a rise would be enough to flood the cellars 
of the levee stores, which even now are half 
full of water. The levee itself is crowded 
with goods in a manner which recalls the 
haleyon days before the war. Great bales of 
hay, piles and piles of sacks, every imagina- 
ble species of freight is to be found there in 
wild confusion. The up-river is dropping at 
several] points, both on the Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi, although a great deal of damage 
has saiready been done. Several breaks 
have been made in the levee 
protecting the American bottom, particularly 
at Gilliam’s Bend, and the Missouri River has 
come across at Portage. ‘The country in the 
trough at the junction of the two streams has 
been converted part yintoa lake and partly 
into a swamp, and the lower farms are large- 
ly submerged. On the Illinois side a great 
part of the American bottom is inundated, 
and although the pcople are at work 
upon the levees it is feared  thiut 
their Jabor will be in vain. Several bad 
breaks bave already occurred, and although 
reports as to damage done differ, all accounts 
unite in saying that a great deal of loss has 
been incurred. Boats passing Madison re- 
port that in some places the water stretches 
out as far as far as one can see. Onthe Mis- 
souri side the Columbia bottoms have largely 
escaped in some places, especially about the 
mouths of creeks. The river and ihe 
back water tog: ther hase brokan 
bounds, but this is by no means 
general. The river men agree that the worst 
is over and the opinion is entertained that 
aftera few hours of stationary flood the 
waters will begin to subside. <A further rise 
isnot-anticipated. The current of the river 
to-day is running about five miles an hour; 
two days ago it was going at the rate of seven. 

AT CARONDELET. 

The continued rising ofthe river is playing 
sad havoe withthe houses situated between 
the Iron Mountain tracks and the river. The 
low lands are completely inundated,and those 
little fryume hotises along the banks which are 
not built to rise withthe water have from 
three to six feet of water above the floor this 
morning. The residents of those that have 
boat-like foundations confine their 
rambles to the narrow ravines or climb on 
logs to dry jand. All are firmly secured by 
ineans of rope tied to stakes driven in the 
ground to prevent the inmates taking a trip 
down the stream. Many of the residents of 
those huts have been compelled by the wa- 
ter to vacate their homes and search for otb- 
er lodgings. The business places in thesame 
districts have sustained considera- 
ble loss, with prospects of much 
more serious ones following. All the ice 
houses are completely surrounded, and one 
of them showed such signs of weakening that 
it was deemed necessary this morning to 
move the ice into another le:s dangerous 
house. The employes of Chester & Harris 
are comptlied to either use rafts to convey 
them from one part of the large yard to an- 
other, or wade up to their waists in water. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 

The river at this point is still e»ming up, 
the advance from dark yesterday evening up 
to 10 o’clock this morning being about two 
inches. An additional rise of one foot will 
force the people in the houses -at Second and 
Buchanan streets to vacate. The water got 
in onthe first floors of W. C. Bell & Bros.’ 
saw millthis morning, and that establish- 
ment was forced to shutdown. Nolumber 
in any ofthe yards has yet been carried off 
on the river’s current, butin the Eau Claire 
Co.’s yards, on Salisbury and Kennett streets, 
considerabie of the lumber is floating, but 
can not get away.

BOSTON GOSSIP. 


The Woman’s Bank Swindle —-The Rage 
for Speculation. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, April 26.—A verdict of guilty on 
each of the four counts in the indictment 
against Mrs. S. E. Howe, ex-President of the 
defunct **Ladies’ Deposit,’’ has been given by 
the jury after a week’s trial, and sentence is 
only reserved tillthe exceptions shall have 
been argued. As said exceptions are not of 


a nature to have much weight, itis probable - 


that madame will soon begin her term of 
punishment. It really seems a pity that this 
gray haired old woman of fifty-six years 
should have craved money and what it brings 
so eagerly as to have cheated a lot of women 
out of their small earnings, and to finish up 
her own days probably in durance vile as a 
result. 

You bave heard of the ‘‘Women’s Bank?’’ 
Doubtless, for it 1s too good a joke—too sad 
atrutb, that Boston and Boston women par- 
ticularly should have been ‘‘taken in and 
done for’? in sucha cheap fashion, and you 
know you always like to laugh at Boston when 
you can get a chance—which isn’t so particu- 
larly often, either! 

Well, this affair was opened three or four 
vearsago ina very private way, deposits not 
being publicly solicited, but it was given out 
and the rumor grew that there was a place 
where poor, single women and widows could 
deposit their money at 8 per cent per month 
interest. receiving three months’ interest in 
advance at date of deposit. Interest might 
be regularly drawn in advance every three 
months, and the principal could be withdrawn 


at any time without notice. 
There are fools among the men, elsethere 


would never have been a South 
Sea Bubble. There are fools among the 


women, else these would never have been a 
Woman’s Bank. The charge of false pre- 
tenses preferred in the indictment was sup- 
posed to be sustained by proof that madame 
and her subordinates held out that the de- 
ro was supported by an immense fund left 
vy Quakers to be distributed among needy 
womren,and this means was taken to carry out 
the intentions of the donors. So the poor 
victims are supposed to have been roped in 
by this charitable dodge, though it seems to 
me that the evidence—as reported in the 
papers—has not sustained this allegation, but 
rather that the women put in their money for 
the interest, and trusted to luckin the wild- 
est fashion to ever get their money back, A 
great many did get it backand made money 
out of the institution before it went up. By 
the way. the first expose which was made of 
the 'cogcern was by a Boston daily, 
which sent a man_ reporter, dressed 
in woman’s clothes, to make a bogus deposit, 
which, I believe, they wouldn’t take. They 
were shrewd, but have come to grief after 
all. Butwhen I said that Boston women 
were the victims, I wasn’t quite correct, for a 
very large proportion ofthe depositors were 
from other cities, and in the lists of names 
that were published I never found one of 
whom I had ever before heard. They were 
only poor, hard-working, ignorant, unbusi- 
ness-like women, who didn’t know and didn’t 
take the trouble to find out why roses can’t 
grow on thorn trees, or money in bureaw® 
drawers. For her bureau-drawers were Mrs. 
Howe’s “‘bank,’’ one of her assistants saying 
that she had seen drawers full of bank bills! 
How mean the burglars of the country must 
feel to think they didn’t gather in such a rich 


harvest, so slightly cared for! 
Then there were rumors of men 
that came after dark and _  earried 


off big baskets of money to deposit some- 
where. Itis said that there really were ras- 
cally men at the bottom of this shrewd game, 
but Mrs. Howe preserves her silence and 
will make no. disclosures. After all, if this 
be true, it will be too bad if one eld woman 
is put in prison for a crime in which she was 
aided and abetted by the stronger sex who 
have the spoils. 

That Boston wqmen, some of them, have 
the speculating fever to a degree, is proved 
by the recent establishment of a Ladies’ 
Branch of a Deposit and Brokers’ Bank. It 
is situated inthe very heart of the most 
fashionable shopping part of the city, over a 
popular confectioner’s and cafe, and is ele- 
gantly fitted up with all luxurious avpoint- 
ments. Itis said that there are 100 or more 
reguidr lady customers atready, and thata 
brisk business is dune by them in the baving 


and seiling of stocks. A_ telephone 
connects the lace with the main 
ofiice further down town, and the 


head of the house spends certain hours of 
each day here, It is claimed that the ladies 
are principally from the most aristocratic 
vortions of the citv, and that they deal in 
foaee firures, though generally taking rather 
more time to consider than men do, but meet- 
ing losses very philosophically and putting 
down their stakes upon a new deal. 

It is a fact that stock gambling has grown 
upon our people of late. It broke out like an 
epidemic among the students of the colleges 
and professional schools of Boston and vicin- 
ity this winter. 1 knowof first-class, smart, 
shrewd young fellows who should stand in 
the first ranks in their classes, who have been 
wound up to the last pitch of nervous excite- 


ment all winter, varying in spirit with every- 


fluctuation in stocks; cutting lectures and 
disdaining recitations, intent only on 
catching the almighty dollar as_ it 
whizzed past them; and even now 
with graduation exercises staring them in 
the face, they are ghoriously indifferent to the 
possibility of getting “*piucked”’ and value a 
degree far less than a raise of half a percent 
on some shares or other. Some of them have 
got “dead broke’’ and retired from the fheld 
altogether and gone home in disgrace with 
board bills and bad debts behind them..

But for the strong love 
and devotion which these young ladies evi- 
dently have for this beautiful art one must 
think with amazement of the years of hard 
work and patient practice. which must have 
gone to the production of such nimbleness of 
fingers, such ready appreciation of all the 
finer points in the exquisite works which 
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they interpret, and such complete mastery of 


the entire subject as itis easy to see ‘they 
possess.

WING SPEED. — 


The speed at which some wifys are driven 
is enormous. Itis occasionally so great as to 
cause the pinions to emit a drumming sonnd.° 
To this source the buzz of the fly, the drone 
of the bee and the boom.of tlhe beetle are to 
be referred. Whena Laoag partridge or 
pheasant suddenly springs into the air, the 


greatly resembles that produced bythe con- 


tact of steel with the rap 
revolving stone of the Kknife-grinder. 
It has been estimated thut the 


common fly moves its wings oov times per 
second, i. e. 19,800 times per minute, and 
thatthe butterfly moves its wings nine times 
per second, or 540 times per minute. These 
movements represent an incredibly high 
speed even at the roots of the wings; but the 
speed is enormously increased at the tips 
of the wings, from tne fact that thetips ro* 
tate upon the roots as centers. In reality, 
and as it has beon already indicated, the 
speed at the tips of the wings increases 
in propcrticn «as the tips are  re- 
moved from the axis of rotation, and 
in proportion as the Wings are long. This is 
explained on the principle weil understood in 
mechanics. Ifarod or wing hinged at ane 
point be made to vibrate, the free end of the 
rod or wing always passes through a ve 

much greater spuce in a given time than the 
part nearer the root ofthe wing. The pro- 
gressive increase in the spread of the wings in 
proportion asthe Wings become larger ex- 
plains why the wings of bats and. birds are 
vot driven at the extravagant speed of in- 
sect Wings, and how the large and long wings 
of large bats and birds are driven more leis- 
urely than the small and short wings of small 
bats and birds. That the wing is driven more 
slowly in proportion toits length is proved 
by experimett, and by observing the flight of 
large andsmali birdsof the same genus, 
Thus, large gulls flap their wings much more 
slowly than small gulls; the configuration 
and relative size of the wings to the body be- 
ing the same in both. This is a hopeful fea- 
ture in the construction of flying machjnes, 
us there can he no doubt that 
comparatively .very .s!ow movements will 
suffice for driving the long, powerful wings 
required to elevate and propel flying-ma- 
chines. The speed of the Wing is in part. 
regulated by the amphtude of the wing. 
Thus, if the wing be |-road as well as long, 
the beats are necessirily reduced in fre= 
quency. This is especially true of the heron, 
which is one of the most pi-turesque, and, at 
the same time, one of the’s:owest tlying birds

we have. Il have timed the heron on several 
eceasions, and - find that in  ordi- 
nary flight its wings make exaetly 


sixty up and sixty down strokes—i. e., 120 
beais per minute. In the pterodactyl, the 
great extinct Sauriaa, the wing Was enor- 
mously elongated, undin this particular in- 
stance probably trom fifty to sixty beats of 
the wing per minute sutliced for flight. 
Fifty or sixtv pulsations of the wing per min- 
ute do not involve much wear and tear of the 
working parts, and I 4m strongliv of the 
opinion that artificial fligkt, if once achieved, 
will become a comparatively safe means of 
locomotion, as far as the machinery re- 
quired is concerned.

FLYING-MACHINES. 


Some of the Notable Patents for Air 
Ships Described. 
Washington Letter to N. Y. Evening Post. 

A description of Dr. Daniel Asbury’s fiving 
machineis now ‘‘going the rounds of the 
press.’’? This, the latestinvention, is not 
dissimilar to many contrivances of the sort. 
There are sixty-five flying machines patent- 
ed at the patent office, andthe case devoted 
tothe original drawing describing them is 
oue of the most curiousin the building. A. 
M. Quinby of Wilmington, Del., has been 
very fertile and persevering in designs. He 
bas three or four winged figures which re- 
mind the visitor of the apparition of Apoll- 
von to Christian, where the giant Adversity 
straddles quite over the way and swears there 
shall be no further Pilgrim’s Progress. Liam- 
boley’s flying machine is another singular 
winged apparatus. Mr. Greenough took out 
a patentforan ingenious kite-shaped ma- 
chine, which seems to be based on scientific 
theories. Aclumsy old-fashioned drawing 
depicts the plan of Chester W. Sykes for a 
marine balloon, whieh is a sort of mechanical 
flying fish, able to fly in the air or float in the 
water, as convenience dictates. Many of the 
patents evidestly contemplate the navigation 
of the sea by means of machines which may 
safely be propelled in either element. One 
extraordinary designrepresents a full-rigged 
air-ship which is to be raised into the atmos- 
phere and there controlled in ship-fashion by 
rudders and propellers. As the gas chambers 
are in the hull of the ship, 
the thought is suggested that upon 
experiment the vessel would be found top- 
heavy, and that ere long the astonished deni- 
zens of earth and sea might be treated to a 
mirage, that would not be all a mirage, in the 
spectacle of a ship suspended upside down in 
the air. The invention which has been shown 
to be of the most practical value in Ritchel’s 
flying machine, Which was patented in 1878, 
and which has become more or Jess familiar to 
the public by the exhibitions given in various 
parts of the country. While this machine 
falls short of solving the baffling probiem of 
aerial locomotion, itis so far successful that 
by ita person can raise himself from the 
ground and in a measure regulate his 
elevation and course. Almost all 
flying machines are made on one of 
two plans; the imitation of the structure of 
birds or some application of the principles of 
marine locomotion; we have the fan or wing 
and the paddle-wheei or screw. Buoyancy 
is gained by the use of gas, save Where, as in 
Greenough’s kite, the attempt is inade to 
make the air sustain the apparatus through 
an artificially established equilibrium of 
forces. The radical defect in most ofthe plans 
ig the disproportion of the weight of the mi- 
chines to the lifting power of gas and their 
vreat bulk, which would render them un- 
manageable in high and adverse winds, even 
were they found to work successfully in fa- 
voring ci:cumstsnces, 3ut while there is 
much to laugh at in these designs, they show 
a hopeful process and justiiv the confidence 
felt by many persons versed in patents that 
aerial locomotion is feasible and soon to be 
realized.

These two eminently re- 
spectable, but obscure, persons were the 
authorsof the German Chaneellor’s being, 
and presented to their native country, on the 
Ist of April,f1815, the most remurkable “*pois- 
son d’Avril” ever vet fraught with startling 
surprises to mank:nd, Little did the worthy 
Landrath and his spouse, while rejoicing io 
the vigorous man child born to them that day 
—just a fortnight before the battle of Water- 
loo was fought—dream that in the hidden 
fuure that babe would be ereated 
Prince of an empire founded by 
his own surpassing talents and ener- 
gies: that allthe most illustrious orders of 
Christian and Pagan chivalry, with the sli- 
vary exception of the Garter, would sparkle 
(i, wis broad breast: that he would prove an 
overthrower and builder up of Imperial 
thrones, universally recognized as the first of 
European statesmen and the greatest Ger- 
man of the nineteenth century. This partic- 
ular anniversary of the illustrious Chancel- 
lor’s natal day isthe more noteworthy, since 
it puts an endtoanxieties which are be- 
lieved forsome years past to have exercised 
an oppressive influence upon his naturally 
buoyant spirits. At some period of his early 
manhood a celebrated fortune-teller predict- 
ed to him that he would not survive his sixty- 
sixth year; and strange to say this prophecy 
took deep root in a mind by no means. aeces- 
sible to ordinary superstitions. To-day’s up- 
turn of old Time’s sand-giass has given the lie, 
for good and all, to this gloomy vaticination, 
by enabling the glad and gratefnl Father- 
Jand to congratulate its mightiest son upon 
entering his sixty-seventh year, in possession 
of robust health and undiminished | intellect- 
ual power, with afair prospect of serving 
his beloved country for many years to come.

Some of the pigs may need rings put in 
their noses. Save yoursod and keep your 
place neat by ringing the pigs. Your pigs 
will do better with a run to grass in the day 
time, and the pens mav be cleaned and venti- 
lated While the pigs ure out to grass, 

Don’t forget to loox inthe sheep-honse. The 
racks may need repair, f orsome board therelis 
pulling wool every hour ofthe day. The lambs | 
may be docked and the sheep tagged some of | 
these rainy days. ! 

We have days when the cround is too wet 
to plow and yet one can work out. Let the 
barn-yard be dressed up.

The *iurdered Sultan. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

A few days ago the eable brought the news 
that four former servants of the dead Sultan, 
Abdul Aziz, had been-arrested on their econ- 
fession of having murdered their master by 
strangulation. At the same time thev opened 
several of bis veins thereby creating the gen- 
eral belief that he committed suicide. A later 
cablegram, datéd Constantinople, April 24, 
says that Mahmoud Damad Pasha, Minister of 
War, and Noury Pasha, Marshal of the Palace 
during the reign of Sultan Murad, are also 
under arrest on suspicion of being implicated 
inthe murder of Abdul Aziz. During the 
night of the 31st of May, 1876, Sultan Abdul 
Aziz was detbroned and held as captive inthe 
Palace Dolmabagdsche. The Sultan intended 
to muke certain concessions to Russia, in or- 
der to avoid war. The war party 
under the_ leadership of Midhat Pasha and 
Rustem Pasha, opposed his plans, hence the 
dethronement. A few weeks later it was 
announced to the world that the Sultan had 
committed suicide by opening several of his 
Sultan Murad 
was proclaimed to be Abdul’s successor. He 
was also dethroned, because of alleged insan- 
itv. Immediately after his ascension to the 
throne, Murad ordered a sort of inquest to be 
held over thé body of the dead Sultan. He 
etermined to wash his hands 
if the world should insist in 
disbelieving the vy of Abdul’s manner of 
death. ‘All the physiclans of the foreign le- 
gations were invited to be present. During 
this inquest the subjects of the Ottoman 
Porte and the rest of the world learned for 
the first time that the Sultan had been a pas- 
Sionate scissors-grinder, as Louis XVI. of 
France was passionately fond of locksmith- 
ing.
